Asst. Secretary Richard E. 
Bell told a news conference 
representatives of U.S. grain 
firms are in Russia at the 
present time. He said they have 
“been going in and out of Mos­ 
cow” for several weeks. Bell 
did not identify the firms. 
As the embargo on U.S. grain 
sales to the Soviet Union was 
lifted Monday, Agriculture Sec­ 
retary Earl L. Butz said as 
much as 7 million more metric 
tons might be sold to the So- 


viets this year. The new, long­ 
term agreement, a separate 
matter, does not take effect un­ 
til Oct. 1, 1976. 
Bell, 
who 
participated 
in 
grain sales negotiations in Mos­ 
cow that led to the new agree­ 
ment, said Russia probably will 
need to import about 30 million 
tons of grain from all sources 
in 1975-76. He estimated that 
between 23 million and 24 mil­ 
lion tons of that grain already 
have been bought. 
However,

Murray, 
counsel to the House Agricul­ 
ture Committee, said the Soviet 
grain crop is so poor this year 
it could bring a political up­ 
heaval. 
“This is the worst year for

WASHINGTON (AP) — New 
grain sales to the Soviet Union 
are expected to begin soon fol­ 
lowing the announcement of 
long-term U.S.-Russian pacts 
covering the sale of U.S. grain 
and the purchase of Soviet oil, 
a senior Agriculture Depart­ 
ment official said today. 
Asst. Secretary Richard E. 
Bell told a news conference 
representatives of U.S. grain 
firms are in Russia at the 
present time. He said they have 
“been going in and out of Mos­ 
cow’’ for several weeks. Bell 
did not identify the firms. 
As the embargo on U.S. grain 
sales to the Soviet Union was 
lifted Monday, Agriculture Sec­ 
retary Earl L. Butz said as 
much as 7 million more metric 
tons might be sold to the So- 


viets this year. The new, long­ 
term agreement, a separate 
matter, does not take effect un­ 
til Oct. 1, 1976. 
Bell, 
who 
participated 
in 
grain sales negotiations in Mos­ 
cow that led to the new agree­ 
ment, said Russia probably will 
need to import about 30 million 
tons of grain from all sources 
in 1975-76. He estimated that 
between 23 million and 24 mil­ 
lion tons of that grain already 
have been bought. 
However, 
Hyde 
Murray, 
counsel to the House Agricul­ 
ture Committee, said the Soviet 
grain crop is so poor this year 
it could bring a political up­ 
heaval. 
“This is the worst year for 
Russia since 1963 and it carries 
in it the seeds of events unchar- 


ted and dangers unimagined,’’ 
Murray told a regional meeting 
of the Agricultural and Stabili­ 
zation Service in Madison, Wis. 
Murray said the 1963 grain 
shortage in the Soviet Union 
brought on food riots and was 
the main factor that toppled 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
from power. “The Russian sys­ 
tem is being severely tested,” 
he said. “I think it is a dan­ 
gerous thing. When they have 
trouble like that at home, you 
don’t know what will happen." 
The two-month old embargo 
was imposed by President Ford 
last summer after the Soviets 
purchased 9.8 million tons of 
grain from American export­ 
ers. The embargo stemmed 
from concern over the impact 
of the sales on U.S. prices and 


some nervousness 
that pre­ 
dictions of bumper U.S. crops 
this year might not materialize. 
Including the July sales and 
about 500,000 tons sold last win­ 
ter, the Soviets have bought 
10.3 million tons of U.S. grain 


this season, less than one-half 
of Bell’s estimate that up to 24 
million tons have been pur­ 
chased so far. He said that 
most, if not all, of the remain­ 
ing 6 million to 7 millions tons 
still required would come from 
the United States. 


Bell said it was his personal 
view that Russian grain crops 
have suffered more extensively 
than U.S. officials have in­ 
dicated and that total Soviet 
production this year may not 
be more than 160 million tons.

Dr. Elliot Rapaport, president 
of the Ameican Hart Associatio, 
says that themore than 880,000 
deaths each year from two of the 
nation’s major killers - heart 
attack and stroke - re proof that 
“too many Americans are doing 
toolittle 
to 
safeguard 
their 
hearts.” 
He points out that scientists 
havepinned down certain “risk 
factors” + conditions taht lead 
to heart disease. 
“By modifying someo f these 
risk facors, and minimizing the 
danger of those we can’t 
change,” he says, “our chances 
ofliving longer, heart- healthy 
lives are geatly increased.” 
Dr. Rapaport cites certain 
risk factors which can’t be 
avoided - heredity, sex, age and 
race: 
“We’ve found that a tendency 
toward certain heart diseases 
can be inherited. If a parent or 
grand parent 
suffeed from 
heart attackor stroke, there’s a 
greater chance that you may 


also suffer from that disease. 
Some heart diseases do affect ne 
sex more than another, and 
vulnerability increes with age. 
Your race is also a factor For 
example, black Americans sufer 
a higher incidence of high blood 
pressure 
than 
white 
Americans.” 
But the Heart Association 
physician points out that there 
are risk factors that can be 
avoided: 
“The three major ones are 
high blood pressure - which can 
be kept at a safe level through 
effective drug and diet therapy; 
a -high cholesterol level - which 
you can help lower through 
proper diet; 
and cigarete 
smoking 
- 
which can be 
eliminated altogether.” 
Another risk factor is obedity. 
And this, too, can be controlled. 
“We’re a nation of overeaters 
and television athletes,” he 
says.“If we’d spend less time in 
front of the TV set and the 
dinnertable, and more time 
walking and performing other 
moderae daily exercise, we’d 
live 
longer, 
heart- 
healthy 
lives/’ 
Dr. Rapaport offers a simple 
rule for heart- healthy eating: 
Stick to foods low in saturated 
fats and cholesterol, such as fish 
(except shellfish) and poultry 
and whole grain products, skim 
milk and its by-products. Limit 
egg yolks to no more than three 
per 
week. 
Avoid excessive 
amounts of whole milk products, 
beef, pork and veal, which are 
high in saturated fats and 
cholesterol. 
But when it comes toexercise, 
he cautions: 
“Before you start any exer­ 
cise program or undertake a 
strenuous activity, see your 
doctor. He’s the only one who 
can decide what’s best for you. 
Exercise - it’s a good ting, if you 
don’t overdo it.” 
What it all boils down it, Dr. 
Rapaport says, is this: “Life is 
filled with risks. But when it 
comes to heart attack and 
stroke, you must consider risk 
factors. By taking a hard look at 
your lifestyle, and making it 
more heart- healthy, you can 
eliminate or reduc your chances 
of heart attack or stroke.”

Parents of the children at

The only people likely to ob­ 
ject are die so-called atheists. 
Even here can they honestly 
object to the use erf “Our 
Father” for the “Prime Mover 
of the Universe”?

Washing! on Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON - All but a 
handful of the nation’s largest 
defense contractors have been 
successfully covering up billions 
of dollars in excess profits. 
This is the finding of a con­ 
fidential study by a House 
Banking subcommittee which is 
determined 
to 
close 
the 
legislative 
loopholes 
which 
make 
these 
excess 
profits 
possible. 
Hordes of lobbyists, mean­ 
while, are struggling to keep 
them open. 
The billion dollar battle 
centers on the obscure federal 
Renegotiation Board, the only 
independent office in the 
Executive branch specifically 
charged with rooting out excess 
defense profits. 
But the beleaguered board is 
so undermanned that each of its 
accountants must evaluate a 
staggering $15 million in defense 
spending every hour, the study 
asserts. 
The banking subcommittee 
chairman, Rep. Joseph Minish, 
D-N.J., backed by such veteran 
friends of austerity as Adm. 
Hyman Rickover, has tried for 
years to bolster the board. 


Now, the Minish bill is being 
readied for House action. His 
subcommittee study detailes the 
excess profit coverup: 
“In 1966, of the 100 largest 
defense contractors, none were 
subject to the renegotiation 
determination. In 1967, there 
was only one; 1968, four; 1969, 
two; 1970, two; 1971, three; 1972, 
two; 1973, seven, 1974, four. 
“It seems clear that either 95 
percent of the large contractors 
do not make excessive profits or 
else they are able to cover up 
their 
excessive 
profits. 
Undoubtedly, the latter is the 


real reason...” 
The large corporations are able 
to avoid examination, the 
memo states, because of a 
4 ‘profit-averaging’ ’ 
loophole 
which allows them to offset 
profits in one corporate division 
with losses from another. 
“The 
present 
system 
discriminates 
against 
the 
smaller corporation which 
primarily operates a one-line 
product. (It) is unable to offset 
its excessive profits...” 
Minish has also targeted three 
other technical loopholes. One 
allowed 
the 
big 
defense 
producers 
to 
escape 
renegotiation on “1.5 billion of 
sales” in 1970 alone, according 
to the memo. 
Another 
loophole 
was 
designed to aid the oil, timber, 
mineral and other big resource 
industries by exempting certain 
of their raw material sales from 
scrutiny by the board. 
The most outrageous loophole, 
however, is one which permits 
defense contractors to pocket 
$80,000 in excess profits even if 
they are caught by the board. 
The profit-taking ceiling was 
$40,000 until after 1972, and the 
General Accounting Office has 
estimated 
that $1.6 million 
would have been lost to the 
taxpayers had the $80,000 
regulation been in effect that 
year. 
Republicans in the House have 
tried to retain the $80,000 
loophole. 
Indeed, 
the Ford 
Administration 
has 
been 
strangely silent on the bill, 
despite the fact it would save the 
government billions. 
One Board member estimated 
that merely adding 95 new 
staffers would mean a retrieval 
of $8 million for the government 
in 
1977 
alone. 
But 
the 
President’s budget office has 
refused to assign any more 
auditors to the Board. 
Footnote: One of the busiest 


lobbyists against a stronger 
Renegotiation Board has been 
former Rep. Charles Gubser, R- 
Calif., whose main distinction as 
a congressman was his in­ 
cessant junketeering at tax­ 
payers’ expense. 
SEXIST SECURITY: Sexual 
discrimination is so ingrained ir 
the U.S. that 2.3 million or 18.3 
percent erf all women over 65 are 
living their “golden years” in 
poverty.

In some cases 
now, a family with a non 
working wife gets largei 
payments than the working 
couple, even though both hac 
identical earnings. 
The study also recommend; 
extending payments to close 
dependent relatives living in the 
house of a worker who dies 
retires or is disabled.

Dr Elliot Rapaport, president 
of the Ameican Hart Associatio, 
says that them ore than 880,000 
deaths each year from two of the 
nation’s major killers - heart 
attack and stroke - re proof that 
“ too many Americans are doing 
toolittle 
to 
safeguard 
their 
hearts.” 
He points out that scientists 
havepinned down certain “ risk 
factors” + conditions taht lead 
to heart disease. 
"By modifying someo f these 
risk facors, and minimizing the 
danger of those we c a n ’t 
change," he says, “our chances 
ofliving longer, heart- healthy 
lives are geatly increased.” 
Dr. 
Rapaport cites certain 
risk factors which can’t be 
avoided heredity, sex, age and 
race: 
“ We’ve found that a tendency 
toward certain heart diseases 
can be inherited. If a parent or 
grand parent 
suffeed from 
heart attackor stroke, there’s a 
greater chance that you may 


also suffer from that disease. 
Some heart diseases do affect ne 
sex more than another, and 
vulnerability increes with age. 
Your race is also a factor. For 
example, black Americans sufer 
a higher incidence of high blood 
pressure 
than 
white 
Americans.” 
But 
the Heart Association 
physician points out that there 
are risk factors that can be 
avoided: 
“The three major ones are 
high blood pressure - which can 
be kept at a safe level through 
effective drug and diet therapy; 
a high cholesterol level - which 
you can help lower through 
proper 
diet; 
and 
cigarete 
smoking 
- 
which 
can 
be 
eliminated altogether.” 
Another risk factor is obedity. 
And this, too, can be controlled. 
“We’re a nation of overeaters 
and 
television 
athletes,” 
he 
says.“If we’d spend less time in 
front of the TV set and the 
dinnertable, 
and 
more time 
walking and performing other 
moderae daily exercise, we’d 
live 
longer, 
heart- 
healthy 
lives,” 
Dr. Rapaport offers a simple 
rule for heart- healthy eating: 
Stick to foods low in saturated 
fats and cholesterol, such as fish 
(except shellfish) and poultry 
and whole grain products, skim 
milk and its by-products. Limit 
egg yolks to no more than three 
per 
week. 
Avoid 
excessive 
amounts of whole milk products, 
beef, pork and veal, which are 
high 
in 
saturated 
fats and 
cholesterol. 
But when it comes toexercise, 
he cautions : 
“ Before you start any exer­ 
cise program or undertake a 
strenuous activity, 
see your 
doctor. He’s the only one who 
can decide what's best for you. 
Exercise - it’s a good ting, if you 
don’t overdo it.” 
What it all boils down it, Dr. 
Rapaport says, is this: “ Life is 
filled with risks. But when it 
comes 
to heart attack and 
stroke, you must consider risk 
factors. By taking a hard look at 
your lifestyle, and making it 
more heart- healthy, you can 
eliminate or redue your chances 
of heart attack or stroke.”

W ashing on Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON - All but a 
handful of the nation’s largest 
defense contractors have been 
successfully covering up billions 
of dollars in excess profits. 
This is the finding of a con­ 
fidential study 
by a 
House 
Banking subcommittee which is 
determined 
to 
close 
the 
legislative 
loopholes 
which 
make 
these 
excess 
profits 
possible. 


Hordes of lobbyists, mean­ 
while, are struggling to keep 
them open. 
The billion 
dollar battle 
centers on the obscure federal 
Renegotiation Board, the only 
independent 
office 
in 
the 
Executive branch specifically 
charged with rooting out excess 
defense profits. 
But the beleaguered board is 
so undermanned that each of its 
accountants must evaluate a 
staggering $15 million in defense 
spending every hour, the study 
asserts. 
The banking subcommittee 
chairman, Rep. Joseph Minish, 
D-N.J., backed by such veteran 
friends of austerity as Adm. 
Hyman Rickover, has tried for 
years to bolster the board. 


Now, the Minish bill is being 
readied for House action. His 
subcommittee study detailes the 
excess profit coverup: 
“ In 1966, of the 100 largest 
defense contractors, none were 
subject 
to the renegotiation 
determination. In 1967, there 
was only one; 1968, four; 1969, 
two; 1970, two; 1971, three; 1972, 
two; 1973, seven; 1974, four. 
“It seems clear that either 95 
percent of the large contractors 
do not make excessive profits or 
else they are able to cover up 
their 
excessive 
profits. 
Undoubtedly, the latter is the 


real reason...” 
The large corporations are able 
to 
avoid 
exam ination, 
the 
memo states, 
because of a 
“profit-averaging” 
loophole 
which allows them to offset 
profits in one corporate division 
with losses from another. 
“The 
present 
system 
discrim inates 
against 
the 
sm aller 
corporation 
which 
primarily operates a one-line 
product. (It) is unable to offset 
its excessive profits...” 


Minish has also targeted three 
other technical loopholes. One 
allowed 
the 
big 
defense 
producers 
to 
escape 
renegotiation on “1.5 billion of 
sales” in 1970 alone, according 
to the memo. 
Another 
loophole 
was 
designed to aid the oil, timber, 
mineral and other big resource 
industries by exempting certain 
of their raw material sales from 
scrutiny by the board. 
The most outrageous loophole, 
however, is one which permits 
defense contractors to pocket 
$80,000 in excess profits even if 
they are caught by the board. 
The profit-taking ceiling was 
$40,000 until after 1972, and the 
General Accounting oiffice has 
estimated 
that 
$1.6 
million 
would have been lost to the 
taxpayers 
had 
the $80,000 
regulation been in effect that 
year. 
Republicans in the House have 
tried 
to 
retain 
the $80,000 
loophole. 
Indeed, 
the 
Ford 
Administration 
has 
been 
strangely silent on the bill, 
despite the fact it would save the 
government billions. 
One Board member estimated 
that merely adding 95 new 
staffers would mean a retrieval 
of $8 million for the government 
in 
1977 
alone. 
But 
the 
President’s budget office has 
refused to assign any more 
auditors to the Board. 
Footnote: One of the busiest 


lobbyists against a stronger 
Renegotiation Board has been 
former Rep. Charles Gubser, R- 
Calif, whose main distinction as 
a 
congressman was his in­ 
cessant junketeering at tax­ 
payers’ expense. 
SEXIST SECURITY: Sexual 
discrimination is so ingrained in 
the U.S. that 2.3 million or 18.3 
percent of all women over 65 are 
living their “golden years” in 
poverty.

report prepared for the Senate 
Aging Committee, the average

In some cases, 
now, a family with a non

wife 
gets 
larger

The study also recommends 
extending payments to close 
dependent relatives living in the 
house of a worker who dies, 
retires or is disabled. 
The 
Aging 
Committee, 
chaired by Sen. Frank Church, 
D-Idaho, will hold hearings on 
the proposals later this week.

SEATTLE! (AP) — Alcoholic mothers are damning their newborns 
to mental retardation, physical deformity or death, according to Dr. 
James Hanson. 
Hanson, a fellow in the Department of Pediatrics at the University 
of Washington, says women don’t realise how easily the alcohol from 
their own blood stream flows through the placenta into the child they 
carry. 
Some infants are even born intoxicated, like the baby that showed 
a blood-alcohol reading of 155 miligrams shortly after birth. The 
mother had a reading of 130 miligrams. Although the point of in­ 
toxication varies with each person, a reading of 100 is usually where 
the line is drawn, Dr. Hanson said. 
Hanson has studied the problem for two years. 
“In one of the studies we have done, about 17 per cent of the babies 
didn't survive the newborn period,” Hanson said. “Of the survivors, 
44 per cent were mentally retarded.” 
He said others suffered from growth deficiencies. 
“We don’t understand exactly how it produces the damage in the 
baby, except that it appears to interfere with cellular growth,” 
Hanson said. “And that isn’t surprising because you can use alcohol 
to sterilize and kill bacteria, so it could kill or interfere with delicate 
developmental processes in a developing baby. ” 


Teen-aged girls called

KANSAS CITY (AP) — Health officials report one out of 10' 
teenage girls in the city became pregnant last year. But because of 
abortions, either spontaneous or induced, only one in 14 of the city’s 
26,000 teenage girls gave birth to a child. 
More than half of the 1,779 new teenage mothers (973) were not 
married, according to health department reports. 
John F. Allanson, educator for the department, calls the figures “a 
real shocker.” He said the maternal risk or chances of delivering a 
malformed or retarded child are much greater during the teenage 
years. 
“For that reason we consider our findingB to indicate a real public 
health problem,” he said. 
Harry House, co-ordinator of the department’s family planning 
program, said “We have got children ill-prepared for parenthood 
having children.”

ABA teams request NBA membership 


NEW YORK (AP) — American Basketball Association 
owners, in a move they said would bolster the sport’s 
weakening financial status, moved to join the National 
Basketball Association after burying another of the 
economy’s victims—the Baltimore Claws. 
“There’s no way professional basketball can survive if 
25 of the 28 teams in both leagues lose substantial 
amounts of money every year,” said John Y. Brown, 
president of the ABA. ‘‘We’re trying to take some in­ 
telligent steps to force professional basketball into some 
posture of sound business and responsibility. ” 
That theory was put into practice Monday, when 
owners of the seven other ABA clubs joined the New York 
Nets and Denver Rockets in requesting applications for 
membership in the NBA beginning in the 1976-77 season. 


New York and Denver had done so on Sept. 24. 
“Merger is the wrong word,” said an ABA spokesman. 
“We’re forbidden for merging, legally, without consent 
of the NBA players association and the courts.” 


Indeed, the courts — of law, not basketball—appear to 
hold the key to the sport’s future. Separate telegrams 
sent by each remaining ABA club to NBA Commissioner 
Larry O’Brien said, in part: “If the NBA has interest in 
considering an application, we would like the NBA to join 
with us in petitioning Judge (Robert L.) Carter for 
permission to process an application under such circum­ 
stances as he may deem appropriate and consistent with 
his prior orders.” 
Those orders include prohibition of any merger bet­ 


ween leagues not approved by Judge Carter and the NBA 
Players Association, which is involved in antitrust action 
to prevent such a merger. While not calling it a merger 
attempt, New York Nets’ Owner Roy Boe made clear his 
feelings on the matter. 


“The key to the survival of basketball is to be one 
league,” he said. “Anybody who understands what’s 
happening in basketball realizes the sport is in a serious 
position and that we need consolidation to survive.” 


That point probably is clearest to personnel of the 
Baltimore Claws, who fade into ignominy without having 
played a regular season game. The club’s remains — the

My cholesterol level is 343, 
and my physician has me on a 
diet and tells me the level 
shouldn’t be over 250 at the 
most. I’m 58, male, in good 
health, no heart attacks, no 
high blood pressure. Will ap­ 
preciate some help.

Cholesterol is only an animal 
product. I keep getting letters 
asking about it being in nuts. 
It is not. The rub is that ex­ 
cess fat in the diet, particular­ 
ly saturated fat found in 
animal fat, stim ulates the 
liver to form i ncreased 
amounts of cholesterol. Ex­ 
cess calories may do the same 
thing. 
Your doctor is right to put 
you on a diet. It may help 
lower your cholesterol level, 
and it should be lowered. 
Cholesterol is formed chief­ 
ly by the liver. The liver acts 
in many ways as a regulator 
of blood cholesterol. In some 
people with certain inherited 
characteristics the liver tends 
to form m ore cholesterol, 
even if the person is skinny 
and on a good diet. In other 
persons, even when obese, the 
liver seems not to form so 
much cholesterol. This may 
be a genetic factor, just as 
diabetes can be. 
The cholesterol in your 
blood really comes from two 
sources, that manufactured 
by your own body, chiefly in 
the liver, and that absorbed in 
your food Only a few foods 
are really high in cholesterol. 
Chief among these are the egg 
yolk and organ meats, par­ 
ticularly brains

cess calories may do the same 
thing. 
Your doctor is right to put 
you on a diet. It may help 
lower your cholesterol level, 
and it should be lowered. 
Cholesterol is formed chief­ 
ly by the liver. The liver acts 
in many ways as a regulator 
of blood cholesterol. In some 
people with certain inherited 
characteristics the liver tends 
to form more cholesterol, 
even if the person is skinny 
and on a good diet. In other 
persons, even when obese, the 
liver seems not to form so 
much cholesterol. This may 
be a genetic factor, just as 
diabetes can be 
The cholesterol in your 
blood really comes from two 
sources, that manufactured 
by your own body, chiefly in 
the liver, and that absorbed in 
your food Only a few foods 
are really high in cholesterol 
Chief among these are the egg 
yolk and organ meats, par­ 
ticularly brains

On the contrary, it was 
brought to enforce a contract 
between Dugan and O’Reilly, 
based upon an exchange of 
promises, whi£h was itself not 
illegal. An agreement to share 
the possible proceeds of an Irish 
Sweepstakes ticket, noted the 
judge, is not an essential part of 


the sale and distribution of such 
tickets so as to bar the en­ 
forcement of the agreement as 
being against the public policy 
of the state.

The corn harvest was well 
ahead of normal, with 67 per 
cent of the crop havested, com­ 
pared with 41 per cent last year 
and 39 per cent for the Five- 
year average. 
Soybeans were mature on 83 
per cent of the state’s acreage, 
ahead of last year’s 62 per 
cent. The harvest increased 22 
points last week and is now 47 
per cent finished, compared 
with 23 per cent last year and 
an average of 33 per cent. 
Grain sorghum is 71 per cent 
harvested, compared with 35 
per cent last year and a five- 
year average of 41 per cent. 
The cotton harvest increased 
24 points last week and is now 
54 per cent completed, com­ 
pared with 25 per cent at this 
time last year and an average 
of 34 per cent. 
Plowing for spring-planted 
crops is 25 per cent complete.

COLUMBIA, Mo.

Five days were suitable for 
field work across Missouri last 
week, pushing fall work ahead 
of normal, according to the 
Missouri Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service. 
Soybean 
harvesting 
was 
about five days ahead of nor­ 
mal, while corn and grain sor­ 
ghum harvesting was three to 
four weeks ahead of normal, 
the service said. Soil moisture 
throughout the state was re­ 
ported adequate. 
The corn harvest was well 
ahead of normal, with 67 per 
cent of the crop ha vested, com­ 
pared with 41 per cent last year 
and 39 per cent for the five- 
year average. 
Soybeans were mature on 83 
per cent of the state’s acreage, 
ahead of last year’s 62 per 
cent. The harvest increased 22 
points last week and is now 47 
per cent finished, compared 
with 23 per cent last year and 
an average of 33 per cent. 
Grain sorghum is 71 per cent 
harvested, compared with 35 
per cent last year and a five- 
year average of 41 per cent. 
The cotton harvest increased 
24 points last week and is now

Flowing for spring-planted 
crops is 25 per cent complete.
